Twenty-four U.S. correspondents 
including photographers covered the 
recent SEATO maneuvers in Thailand 
which included a marine landing and 
flights of latest type aircraft of SEATO 
members. 

The correspondents were unanimous 
in reporting that the American Navy and 
Air Force had done an excellent job in 
providing facilities for those corres- 
pondents, largely from the Tokyo press 
corps, who accompanied these branches.

Gets Moscow Post 


Jack Raymond of the New York Times 
has joined Welles Hagen in coverage of 
Moscow. 

Raymond moved to Moscow from 
Belgrade, filling the vacancy left when 
Clifton Daniel returned to New York. 

The Times was anxious to keep a 
two-man bureau in Moscow, making it 
possible to keep one man in the city all 
the time and leaving the other free for 
coverage in other parts of the Soviet 
Union. 

When the Russians refused to give 
a visa to Harrison Salisbury, Raymond 
got a six month visa and moved to 
Moscow. 

Sydney Gruson, now in Prague, will 
visit Yugoslavia periodically to handle 
new developments. 

Born in Poland, Jack Raymond came 
to America when he was two years old. 
He attended public schools in New York 
City and City College. 

After working as college corres- 
pondent for the Times, he went into the 
Army, where he worked for Stars and 
Stripes in North Africa and on the 
Western front. 

After the war, and a year on the 
Times city staff, he drew a West Ger- 
many assignment. He moved to Belgrade 
in 1952. 

Last fall he took a news trip through 
Rumania, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, and 
Poland, countries which until then had 
not been cordial to the idea of admitting 
American correspondents.

FRANKFURT PRESS CENTER 
GETS FINAL “THIRTY” 


Frankfurt, Germany -- Col. Robert V. 
Shinn of the Army public information di- 
vision, has provided the final report on 
the Frankfurt press center which was 
closed recently after ten years of serv- 
ing the foreign correspondents in that 
area. 

Through the center, Shinn reports, 
funneled all news and feature items and 
pictures released by the Army PIO’s in 
Europe to both the U.S. and European 
press. In addition, it is estimated that 
nearly 2,000 correspondents 
through the Center, he said. 

During the early ’40s and ’50s, the 
center was a headquarters for a large 
segment of the U.S. press corps in Ger 
many. With German sovereignty, many
